At present rates of 
advertising it is impossible for most newspapers to make money. 

“The present situation is the result of siortsighted attempts in the past to restrict 
the price of paper, which has kept capital ou! of manufacture, so that the industry now 
is not able to meet the publishers’ needs. 

“The crisis can be met only by. volun’ ary self-denial—unless it be allowed to de-

Huntington, Indiana, 
Dear Father Noll: 

While reading OUR SUNDAY VISITOR. I have often wished that 
some one had raised the question: “How much of one’s earnings or 
income should be set aside for the support of the Church?” 

Am I giving enough? When am I! giving more than my share? 

In the opinion of the writer, most people do not give as much as 
they should to Religion, because they have no idea of the amount which 
is expected of them. . 

We are often told that we should give as much as we can afford, 
but one hundred people will entertain one hundred views concerning 
what they can afford. Some people live extravagantly, beyond their 
means; others live well within their means. Has the Church a right to 
a certain amount of one’s income? 

Our little Catechism taught us that one of the Commandments of 
the Church requires us to “contribute to the support of our pastor,” 
while we well know that the pastor's allowance is only a small portion 
of what is needed for building, interest, school, fuel, light, repairs, 
taxes, insurance and many other things which make up the annual 
expense account of a parish. 

In some parishes the pew rent system is followed, but since there 
ig @ certain assessment against a pew, the wealthy pay no more for it 
than the poor. In the monthly collection, [am sure that one-half the 
Wage-earners do not vive anything. 

The Pittsburgh Charity Drive for a big sum has just ended, with 
wonderful success; but if we eliminate the large contributions of 
generous Catholics, 1 fear that the per capita contributions were not 
large. 

Ig not every one obliged to give something to charity? 

Would not the democratic way be for each parishioner to share in 
the expenses according to some proportion?

You raise the question which every pastor would 
like to have a ‘dependable answer for. The editor of 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, being thoroughly con- 
. versant with the methods adopted by the several 
Protestant denominations (which are the application 
of modern business principles to church finance), has 
often expressed the wish that a better system be 
adopted by Catholic leaders and be put in operation 
everywhere. 

When Almighty God made the law Himself con- 
cerning the support of Religion, He stipulated that 
one-tenth of a man’s income should be dedicated to 
this purpose. He not only required one-tenth of a 
man’s income, but the first one-tenth. Religion which, 
in God’a eyes, holds first place in this world, should 
not only receive man’s first attention, but demand of 
him sacrifices which will make him appreciate it. 

Today the Church local, national, and universal, 
would not need 10 per cent nor 5 per cent of one’s in- 
come if, every person who has an income responded. 
An illustration will bring this home: let us suppose a 
pastor has 500 families under his charge; in every 
family there are at least two wage-earners. This 
Would mean that there should be 1000 regular con- 
tributors in that parish. Let us suppose that the head 
of the family earns $100 a month and the other wage- 
earner, boy or girl, earns $50 a month. This would 
mean an income to the family of $150 a month or 
$1800 the vear. Five per cent of $1800 would be $90, 
or a grand total from 500 families of $45,000. We 
doubt if there is a congregation of 500 families in the 
United States whose income is that much from all 
sources—pew rent, Sunday collections, monthly col- 
lections, and other special collections. 

The great trouble in our country is that the young 
people leave it-all to “Father’’, and most priests have 
been satisfied if all heads of families rented a pew or 
gave in the monthly collection. Most young people 
are far better able to give than father, and they spend 
much more money foolishly than he does. 

You will also note that in estimating the income 
of these 500 families, I have placed it at a minimum. 
In a parish of that size there are many men in business 
and men who have money invested, which brings them 
interest or dividends. Their contribution should not 
be 5 per cent of their pay, but of their actual income. 

Some priests are trying to secure one day’s pay 
out of each month from every wage-tarner. There 
are twenty-six working days in the month: but on 
the basis of twenty-five days, one days income each 
month would be 4 per cent of their earnings. This 
would be ample to take care of all the needs of the 
parish. If, in addition, there were one collection an- 
nually on the basis of one day's income for the needs 
of the Chur h in our country at darge, and for the 
Missions, it would bring in more than $25,000,000. and 
would take care of the needs of every bishop and of 
the whole Home and Foreign Mission field. If this 
Suggestion were made practical, Catholics would 
never have to hear a money talk in church, there 
would be no diocesan collections, no collection for the 
, Missions, nor for the Holy Father; and the Orphans,
